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21 States OK Political Reform

Worries over Watergate and its implications have 


turned 1974 into a year of political reform. An 
Associated Press survey showed reforms have been 
approved by lawmakers or voters in 21 states this 
year. 


Most of the measures are similar to, but not so 


far reaching as, the one passed by California voters 
in a referendum on Tuesday. They limit campaign 
contributions, make candidates account for the 
money they've spent, curb activities by lobbyists 
and require public officials to disclose their finan- 
cial holdings. 


Common Cause, the self-styled "citizens' lobby" 


that spurred the California referendum, has been a 
leader in the drive for reform in other states. 
Legislators themselves also expressed concern over 
public loss of confidence in elected officials and 
sought to regain the trust of the people. 


"Out of the rubble of 'Watergate' and the 'Agnew 


affair,' the 1974 ... legislature rose as a body to 
support reform in its conflict of interest laws and in 
its laws relating to the conduct of elections," said

Republican Robert F. Bennett, president of the 
Kansas Senate and a candidate for his party's 
gubernatorial nomination. 


The Kansas lawmakers passed two bills: one 


dealing with the conduct of state officials, the other 
limiting campaign contributions and requiring 
spending reports before and after elections. 


Other states where reforms have been approved 


are: Alaska, Arizona, California, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky, Maine, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Ohio, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota and Wyoming. 


Nine other states passed bills in 1973 and two ap- 


proved some reform legislation prior to last year. 
Measures are pending in four states and have been 
defeated or allowed to die in six states. The issue 
has aroused little or no interest in eight states. 


The California measure, which takes effect next 


Jan. 1, was overwhelmingly approved. It limits the 
amounts that candidates for office or supporters of 
referenda can spend and prohibits lobbyists from 
making campaign contributions of more than $50 or 
spending more than $10 a month on any one state 
official. 


Common Cause Chairman John Gardner called 


the measure "the most spectacular test of the post- 
Watergate mood ... the last stand for the boys in 
the back room." 


Earlier in the week, Gardner told the nation's 


governors, meeting in Seattle, that the states had 
taken thx lead in political reform. 


Some of the reform measures had been pending 


for years, but gained little support until the dis- 
closures about campaign spending during the 1972 
presidential election. 


A.G. Lancione, a Democrat and speaker of the 


House of Representatives in Ohio, where a code of 
ethics bill was enacted, said reform measures had 
been pending for some time. "I think Watergate 
expedited their passage," he said. "If it hadn't of 
been for Watergate, they may not have passed." 


The Florida legislature established an ethics 


commission wife subpoena powers and passed a 
measure requiring all public officials to disclose 
their financial holdings. 


Both measures are before Gov. Reubin Askew, 


who had urged an even-stiffer disclosure bill. He 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Wednesday turned down 
an effort to slow development of 
the new Bl strategic bomber. 


An anti-Bl amendment by 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., 
was rejected 59 to 31 as the 
Senate continued debate on a 
121.8 billion weapons procure- 
ment authorization bill for the 
year beginning July 1. 


In a separate action, the 


Senate adopted by voice vote 
and sent to the White House a 
scaled-down $769-million 
supplemental military procure- 
ment authorization for the 
remainder of the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. The Nixon 
administration had asked for 
$1.2 billion. 
Curtis, Hruska 
Favor Bomber 


Washington (AP) — Sens. Carl 


Curtis and Roman Hruska, both 
R-Neb., voted for development 
of the Bl bomber Wednesday 
when the Senate rejected, 59-31, 
an amendment to slash funding 
for it. 


The McGovern amendment 


would have allowed $200 million 
for continued engineering and 
prototype testing of the Bl, for 
which $1.6 billion already has 
been appropriated. 


The bill before the Senate in- 


cludes $455 million for' three 
prototype aircraft. 


The first test flight of the in- 


itial Bl prototype is scheduled 
for October or November, with a 
decision whether to proceed 
with production of 244 aircraft at 
a cost of $15 billion due in the 
fall of 1976. 


Sens. Barry Goldwater, R- 


Ariz., and Thomas J. Mclntyre, 
D-N.H., defended the three- 
prototype $455-million test 
program for next year and said a 
cutback to $200 million would 
"effectively kill the Bl 
program." 


McGovern said a fund cut- 


back, plus the demand in his 
amendment for an independent 
study of alternatives to the Bl, 
would merely delay decision on 
production at no cost to national 
security. 


5 Omaha Policemen Shot 


A sniper firing a shotgun from 


the second story of a frame 
house in Omaha's Near North 
Side wounded at least five 
policemen Wednesday night. 


Three policemen were 


reported in "serious" condition 
and two were listed as "fair " 


At least 35 officers surrounded 


the house and sealed off the 
area. 


Ofc. Michael Thomas said that 


the officers on the scene had 


fired no shots because they did 
not know whether or not there 
were other people in the house. 


Police wearing flak jackets 


used a floodlight in an attempt 
to locate the sniper as he moved 
from window to window firing 
the shotgun. 


Thomas said the shooting 


started while officers were 
answering a disturbance call in 
the area. 
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U.S. Civil Service Investigating Graff

Lancaster County Deputy Surveyor Henry 


Graff, the Democratic candidate for county sur- 
veyor, is under investigation for possible violation 
of the federal Hatch Act. 


The Star learned Wednesday that Graff is un- 


der investigation by the U.S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion. 


Attorney Pete Skoro, with the commission's 


General Counsel Office in Washington, D C.. was in 
Lincoln Wednesday gathering information. 


Aconers Not Identified 


Skoro declined to name Graff s accusers on the 


grounds that the investigation is confidential 


Skoro explained that the Hatch Act prohibits 


employes of state and local governments from 
taking an active role in political campaigns if then- 
jobs are connected with any activity financed in 
whole or part by federal dollars. 


Shades Of Flash Gordon 


The county surveyor's office, which is popular- 


ly refered to as the county engineer's office, 
receives federal aid for road construction from the 
Federal Highway Administration. 


There would be no apparent conflict if Graff 


were to resign as deputy. 


However, when the possible conflict with the 


Hatch Act was raised by Ray Hogrefe, division 
engineer for tbe highway administration last 
March, Graff refused to resign his job so be could 
run for the bead post 


At that time, Hogrefe was quoted as saying a 


report would be filed with the Civil Service Com- 
mission to determine the legality of Graffs can- 
didacy. 


In the May 14 primary Graff defeated Eugene 


Schiltz for ube Democratic nomination. Nate 
Beedey was nominated on the Republican ticket 
Graff and Beezdy wffl square off in the November 
general election.

The investigation does not effect Graff's 


nomination or his candidacy in November election, 
Skoro stressed. 


Graff, who said Skoro talked to him 


Wednesday, declined public comment on the 
charges. He said he was not told who filed the com- 
plaint 


The overall investigative process could take 


longer than the average three to four months, 
Skoro indicated. 


May Be Postponed 


"The circumstances in this case may require 


the postponing of a final decision," the attorney 
said. 


He declined to elaborate further. 
Skoro said his report will include a recommen- 


dation on whether to dose the case or to continue 
with it He said it has to be determined whether 
Graff violated the Hatch Act if tbere is evidence to 
back up the charge, if the commission has jurisdic- 
tion in the matter and if tbere are mitigating cir- 
cumstances. 


Skoro asked Election Commissioner Bill 


Davidson for copies of Graffs three primary cam- 
paign expenses and contributions reports and to 
certify that Graff is the Democratic nominee for 
the job. 


Time For Response 


If a decision is made to pursue the case, Skoro 


said charges are filed, time is given for a response 
to those charges and a bearing is bekL 


An administrative judge then determines 


whether a violation has occurred and if so, whether 
that violation warrants the person's removal from 
Ms job. If such a ruta$B made tbe accused has 30 
dsys to file exceptions to that ruling. 


But, if no such action is taken, Skoro said the

said the legislation that passed was "a meaninful 
step toward meeting the most important challenge 
today — that of winning the confidence and trust of 
the people." 


The new measures will mean more paperwork. 


"There's'going to be a lot more bureaucracy for 
campaign organizations which we hope is worth the 
effort," said Connecticut Gov. Thomas J. Meskill 
who signed into law four election reform bills on 
May 22. 


Among the Connecticut laws is one prohibiting 


any group from spending organization funds for 
political contributions. The groups may set up 
special committees to collect funds for candidates, 
but must list all contributors. 


State scandals provided the impetus for reforms 


in some areas. Arizona legislators, who established 
controls on campaign spending and lobbying and 
required financial disclosures by public officials, 
were spurred to action by conflict of interest 
charges involving two lawmakers. 


The Texas legislature passed several reform 


measures in 1973, most resulting from the 1971 
Sharpstown scandal in which the House speaker 


and two aides were convicted of conspiracy to 
accept bribes concerning banking bills. 


Reform advocates in states where measures for 


change were defeated say they won't give up. Idaho 
lawmakers defeated bills that would have required 
registration of lobbyists and disclosure of campaign 
funding. But supporters of the measures, led by 
State Sen. John Peavey, a Republican, are cir- 
culating petitions to get the 25,000 signatures, 
necessary to put the measure on the November 
ballot. 


Those states that passed reforms in 1973 are: 


Alabama, Hawaii, Iowa, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Nevada, Oregon, Texas and Wisconsin. 


Washington and Arkansas passed reform legisla- 


tion earlier; measures are pending in Penn- 
sylvania, Louisiana, Illinois and Delaware, they 
were defeated or died in New Hampshire. 
Missouri, Vemmont, Tennessee, New Mexico and 
Idaho. 


No action has been taken in Utah, North Dakota, 


Mississippi, Colorado, Montana, South Carolina, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 


Failure Of Safety Bills 
Said ^Monumental' Goof

The 1974 Legislature's "disastrous decisions" 


barring enactment of two highway and traffic safe- 
ty bills represents a "monumental failure," Tom 
Carroll said in Lincoln Wednesday. 


The Nebraska Safety Council executive direc- 


tor told members at the annual meeting that state 
senators' failure to approve LB795 and LB1051 was 
the result of "gut reactions, emotional reactions 
taken on the feeling of being overpowered by the 
feds." 


2 Measures Suggested 


The Federal Highway Safety Administration 


mandated passage of legislation requiring motorcy- 
cle riders to wear protective headgear and adopting 
an Emergency Medical Services Act to regulate 
ambulances and ambulance attendants. 


Without passage of the bills, the administration 


-threatened to impound roads and highway safety 
program funds. 


Carroll said statements by such officials as 


former Gov. Norbert Tiemann, now federal 
highway administrator, that the funds to Nebraska 
will continue to mean nothing "until we read it in 
the Federal Register." 


State senators should "rely on local leaders" in 


highway safely decisions, and "make 1975 a 
different experience," he said. 


Carroll gave the 1974 Unicameral a 50-50 mark 


in passing what he called "good, constructive 
pieces of legislation," but he lamented, "They 
picked a couple of good ones to destroy." 


Nebraskans 'Being Hurt' 


He said Nebraska drivers, police and safety 


education programs "are being hurt because you 
don't know how to plan" after the legislative inac- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, Carroll said he believes the NSC 


record this year is not good either, and he urged 
members to "get out into the state (and) build a 


groundswell of support for a real strong (legislative 
highway safety) package,""which has "never been 
done before." 


NSC has 750 members state-wide in business, 


industry, state agencies, local government, trade 
associations and local safety groups. 


As a result, Carroll said, NSC has multi-lateral 


interests and varying points of view on safety 
measures. "Our job has to be one of bringing peo- 
ple together. That we can do." 


He also promised the council will "disseminate 


reliable information" to put together a legislative 
program in a package approach. 


He submitted the Legislature's passage of 


LB66 was a "major achievement." The bill 
requires alcohol tests on traffic fatality victims or 
surviving drivers or pedestrians involved in a fatal 
motor vehicle accident. 


'Research Capabilities' 


Reports made to the State Department of 


Motor Vehicles under LB66 "will for the first time 
give us research capabilities in the alcoholism 
field," Carroll said. 


He also lauded passage of LB829e, providing 


uniform procefures to issue traffic citations, 
LB821, providing for motor vehicle re-registration 
on the anniversary of initial registration, and 
LB873e, reducing speed limits. 


Carroll eluded state senators for not approving 


LB128, which would have required a color photo on 
drivers licenses. The NSC-supported bill "would 
help law enforcement," Carrofl said, maintaining 
that each year it conies up, "it gets pushed off in 
the corner of the room." 


Talk about how photos on licenses would be 


advantageous for merchants, "especially liquor 
dealers," dwarf other "reasons of traffic safety," 
Carroll said. 


NSC members discussed driver improvement, 


occupational, youth and highway safety hazards 
during the one-day meeting.

former secretary of the cooperative says. 


Dwight L. Morris, 55, testified here un- 


der subpoena last week that Associated 
Milk Producers Inc. - AMPI — "over- 
paid" dairy farmers for manufacturing 
grade milk in Minnesota and Wisconsin in 
1970. 


The co-op, which controls about 12 per 


cent of the nation's milk supply, also 
"bidded up" the price of cheese on a key 
exchange in Green Bay, Wis., hoping to 
influence federal milk price supports, 
Morris said. 


His testimony came in connection with 


antitrust suits brought by the federal 
government and others against AMPI. 


In an interview in the presence of his 


lawyer, Morris -said he felt AMPI's 
manuevering to increase milk prices was 
within the bounds of federal laws gover- 
ning cooperatives and federal antitrust 
statutes. AMPI's court opponents, 
charging monopolistic practices, are cer- 
tain to contest this. 


George Mehren, who became AMPI's 


general manager in 1972, has testified he

has no direct knowledge of manipulation 
of milk prices in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin in 1970 and, based on his career in and 
out of government as an agricultural 
economist, has said it is silly to conclude 
a co-op could assert such influence.

target in Watergate milk fund in- 
vestigations and, as a heavy contributor, 
is involved in allegations that the 1971 
milk price support increase by President 


Nixon was a political payoff. The White 
House has denied the allegations, which 
now are being investigated by the House 
Judiciary Committee studying an im- 
peachment resolution. 


Here's how Morris described the co- 


op's alleged campaign to increase prices: 


AMPI was getting a premium of 50 


cents per hundredweight in its southern 
region. The premium, paid by processors 
to insure a supply, could be obtained 
because of the heavy proportion of 
farmers in the southern region who used 
AMPI to market their milk. 


In some areas in the southern region, 


AMPI had a complete monopoly, the 
Justice Department charges. In the 
nation's dairy belt in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, AMPI faced more competi- 
tion. 


It is there that the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture computes monthly a factor 
called the M-W — Minnesota-Wisconsin 
— series, a floor price for milk from the 
farm which sets the trend for milk prices 
in the rest of the nation. 


The Agriculture Department, using a 


sample of 110 secretly selected milk 
processors, calculates the average farm 
milk price. -

said it sounded on the tape like gratitude 
for over-all backing of administration 
programs rather than for financial 
pledges to his re-election campaign. 


In discussions with White House and

pledged to raise $2 million for Nixon's re- 
election campaign.

The White House issued a statement

Soviet Union but also our posture toward many 
nations whose internal sy stems we totally dis­ 
ag ree with, as they do with ours,” he declared 
And, Nix on said in tracing “the outline of 
America’s strateg y for peace” that “our 
primary concern in foreig n policy must be to 
help influence the international conduct of 
nations in the world arena.” 
The President, accompanied by his wife, was

during his speech by 
applause, once when he warned ag ainst 
isolationism. 
Declaring that the threat of a new wave of 
isolationism “remains today one of the g reatest 
potential dang ers facing our country ,” the 
President said: 
“In our era, American isolation could easily 
lead to g lobal desolation. Whether we like it or 
not, the alternative to detente is a runaway 
nuclear arms race; a return to constant confron­ 
tation; and a shattering setback to our hopes for 
building a new structure of peace in the world.”

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land Is Life Of Man 


Throughout the history of civilization, 


possession of land has been an all-con- 
suming force in the affairs of men and 
nations. Countries have fought more wars 
over land than any other consideration and 
individuals have always tended to look for 
personal security in a piece of land of their 
own. 


Early settlers came west lured by the 


promise of free land and the railroads tied 
the nation together on the gift of land from 
the government. The years have changed 
nothing in this matter of land as a vital in- 
gredient of man's existence. 


In 1973, the value of farm land in 


Nebraska increased 22 percent, according 
to figures gathered by a University of 
Nebraska extension agricultural economist. 
This, of course, represents some hard 
economics facts of life but it represents, 
too, the traditional attraction of land 
possession. 


People look to land as an investment 


as they do to precious metals or works of 
art. And then, there is the fundamental 
driving force of survival, a force that gives 
one self assurance and confidence through 
ownership of property. 


Becoming more and more of a factor 


in this situation is the simple growth of the 
world and of our nation. More and more 
people continue to populate the earth, 
which puts a higher and higher premium 
upon space. 


The New York Times recently did a 


story about what it concluded to be the 
cloudy future of major suburban shopping 
center growth for tomorrow. While many 
factors are involved in that, the matter of 
adequate space for the support of people is 
an important consideration. 


Thus, we are constantly reminded in 


this technological age that the ancient 
value placed upon the land has only been 
enhanced. With all the great progress that 
society has made, it is still the land by 
which we live and the land to which we 
must look for our ultimate survival. 


Not even the mixed economic con- 


ditions of agriculture at the moment can 
dim the appetite of people for simple space 
upon the earth. It serves as a rather 
sobering reminder of the stewardship we 
have of the land and of our close affinity 
with nature, despite a glittering and fast 
moving life style. 


Good News From California 


While Congress and state and local 


governments generally have handled cam- 
paign spending reform as if it were 
afflicted with leprosy or worse, California 
voters took the opportunity Tuesday to 
speak out loud and clear in favor of change. 


We think California spoke for much of 


the nation and politicians across the nation 
had better take heed. 


Proposition Nine, billed as the nation's 


toughest campaign spending law, found its 
way on the California ballot by initiative 
petition. It was backed by the national 
citizens lobby, Common Cause, and other 
reformers who saw it as an antidote to the 
poisons of Watergate-type scandals. 


Prop. 9, among other things, 


significantly limits campaign spending in 
California elections; limits an incumbent 
to spending 10% less than a challenger; 
prohibits lobbyists from contributing to 
political campaigns and limits lobbyists to 
spending an almost meaningless $10 per in-

dividual per month on entertaining public 
officeholders. 


Such a measure would scarcely stand a 


chance of passing a state legislature. But 
California voters — who put the proposi- 
tion on the ballot themselves — 
overwhelmingly endorsed it by a margin of 
70% to 30%. Support of Prop. 9, moreover, 
was a key plank in the platform of Edmund 
Brown Jr., who impressively walloped 
some well-known opposition to win the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 


The California vote was seen in ad- 


vance as a test of the impact of Watergate. 
The results show that the scandals did in- 
deed leave their marks. 


People want restraints on campaign 


spending and on special interest participa- 
tion in politics and government. 


It is hoped that California voters have 


taken the lead in a movement which will 
gain nationwide momentum. The boys in 
the back room should be running scared.

Half A Loaf Is Better 


PARIS — It is hard to realize that 30 years 


have already gone by since history's largest ar- 
mada landed an allied army in Normandy, 
breaching the defenses of Hitler's Fortress 
Europe and launching what General 
Eisenhower called "the great crusade toward 
which we have striven these many months." 


Many of the dreams accompanying the 


primarily U.S.-British detachments over steep 
hedgerows and through green pastures have 
long since vanished. More than half the pop- 
ulations of most lands involved have been born 
since that famous June 6 known as D-Oay. 


Only a few of the leading generals who took 


part are still alive: that great field commander, 
Omar Bradley; Bernard (Lord) Montgomery, 
alone with his memories in Hampshire; and 
Hans Speidel, German Marshal Rommel's chief 
of staff, now retired in the Rhineland, having 
lived on to command French, British, American 
troops himself on behalf of NATO. 


It is difficult to recall how the whole rich 


soil of Normandy was churned up and its towns 
torn apart when today regarding that same 
placid area with its rebuilt monuments and 
cities, its green-dad ruins, its chomping cows 
and purling trout streams, menaced not by war 
but by pollution. But, with all Europe, it has 
changed. 


The soil itself is not different but scientific 


and political explosions since World War n have 
left a far greater mark than the military explo- 
sion which'brought the conflict to an end. Few 
of the statesmen who arranged for Europe's 
1944 liberation would recognize the continent 
today. 
* & * 


Four great overseas empires — British, 


French, Dutch and Belgian — have broken up 
since Eisenhower launched his "crusade," The 
only significant agglomeration remaining, Por- 
tugal's, is in the process of decomposing. And 
the ranking of nations by strength and influence 
has entirely altered. 


Today there is no such thing as a great 


power. There are superpowers, die United 
States and dw Soviet Union-, and there are 
lesser forces, not easily measured in a statistical 
sense, like the inchoate European community, a 
newly dynamic China and burgeoning Japan. 
Despite Churchill's efforts to cling to British 
grandness and those of De Gaulle to revive 
French grandeur, their attempts were evanes- 
cent 


The old order of pomp and precedence has 


shifted. Dozens of new (or recreated) countries 


are playing an ever-increasing part hi world af- 
fairs: India, Indonesia, Zaire, Nigeria. The 
United Nations itself has already outlived its 
predecessor, the League of Nations, deformed 
and crippled at birth by America's failure to 
participate. 
' 


The saddest and most dangerous result of 


the situation brought about by D-Day and its 
consequent drive toward westward-advancing 
Soviet troops was creation of an age of partition 
which, in its wake, has produced political 
schizophrenia. * # # 


Before World War H only Ireland, that tor- 


tured land, was politically split. But since 
Hitler's "Thousand-Year-Reich" and the 
Japanese warlords' "Greater East Asia 
Coprosperity Sphere" crumpled, the following 
units have been torn apart: 


India, which now comprises three states 


(including Pakistan and Bangladesh); Vietnam 
and Korea (divided into north and south), Ger- 
many (walled and fenced into'ideological frac- 
tions); and Palestine (an administrative area 
mandated to Britain by the League of Nations), 
now split among Israel and its Arab neighbors. 


The greatest sundering is, however, not 


national but continental. Europe is riven in two 
parts according to political philosophy. The 
communist east, bound to the Soviet Union by 
military and economic ties (with the wavering 
exceptions of Yugoslavia and Albania) has yet to 
arrange a formal modus Vivendi with what is 
left of the largely democratic west, reliant on 
the United States. 


Few men 30 years ago were far-sighted 


enough to perceive that where the allied armies 
would meet along a zigzag line from the Baltic 
/ 


to the Adriatic, they would be establishing 
durable political zones. 


Churchill, indeed, was aware of this 


possibility as were the French and the Poles. 
But Roosevelt, with his American traditions of 
confederal continents, prevailed because of his 
overweening military might 


The world recognizes war is now genuinely 


too dangerous to contemplate and therefore, at 
last, is getting down to the job of sealing a for- 
mal peace on events begun three decades ago. 
That is die aim of the Geneva conference on 
European security. The seal is not to be placed 
on a united world as conceived in U.N.'s very fi- 
de. Europe accepts dhiskw now that the two 
superpowers rductandy conclude dial better is 
half a loaf than no bread.

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Land Is Life O f Man 


Throu ghou t the history of civ ilization, 
p ossession of land has been an all-con­ 
su ming force in the affairs of men and 
nations. Cou ntries hav e fou ght more wars 
ov er land than any other consideration and 
indiv idu als hav e alway s tended to look for 
p ersonal secu rity in a p iece of land of their 
own. 
Early settlers came west lu red by the 
p romise of free land and the railroads tied 
the nation together on the gift of land from 
the gov ernment. The y ears hav e changed 
nothing in this matter of land as a v ital in­ 
gredient of man’s ex istence. 
In 19 73, the v alu e of farm land in 
Nebrask a increased 22 p ercent, according 
to figu res gathered by a Univ ersity of 
Nebrask a ex tension agricu ltu ral economist. 
This, of cou rse, rep resents some hard 
economics facts of life bu t it rep resents, 
too, the traditional attraction of land 
p ossession. 
Peop le look to land as an inv estment 
as they do to p reciou s metals or work s of 
art. And then, there is the fu ndamental 
driv ing force of su rv iv al, a force that giv es 
one self assu rance and confidence throu gh 
ownership of p rop erty . 


Becoming more and more of a factor 
in this situ ation is the simp le growth of the 
world and of ou r nation. More and more 
p eop le continu e to p op u late the earth, 
which p u ts a higher and higher p remiu m 
u p on sp ace. 
The New York Times recently did a 
story abou t what it conclu ded to be the 
clou dy fu tu re of major su bu rban shop p ing 
center growth for tomorrow. While many 
factors are inv olv ed in that, the matter of 
adeq u ate sp ace for the su p p ort of p eop le is 
an imp ortant consideration. 
Thu s, we are constantly reminded in 
this technological age that the ancient 
v alu e p laced u p on the land has only been 
enhanced. With all the great p rogress that 
society has made, it is still the land by 
which we liv e and the land to which we 
mu st look for ou r u ltimate su rv iv al. 
Not ev en the mix ed economic con­ 
ditions of agricu ltu re at the moment can 
dim the ap p etite of p eop le for simp le sp ace 
u p on the earth. It serv es as a rather 
sobering reminder of the stewardship we 
hav e of the land and of ou r close affinity 
with natu re, desp ite a glittering and fast 
mov ing life sty le. 


G ood News From California 


While Congress and state and local 
gov ernments generally hav e handled cam­ 
p aign sp ending reform as if it were 
afflicted with lep rosy or worse, California 
v oters took the op p ortu nity Tu esday to 
sp eak ou t lou d and clear in fav or of change. 
We think California sp ok e for mu ch of 
the nation and p oliticians across the nation 
had better tak e heed. 
Prop osition Nine, billed as the nation’s 
tou ghest camp aign sp ending law, fou nd its 
way on the California ballot by initiativ e 
p etition. It was back ed by the national 
citizens lobby , Common Cau se, and other 
reformers who saw it as an antidote to the 
p oisons of Watergate-ty p e scandals. 
P rop . 9 , am ong othe r things, 
significantly limits camp aign sp ending in 
California elections; limits an incu mbent 
to sp ending 10% less than a challenger; 
p rohibits lobby ists from contribu ting to 
p olitical camp aigns and limits lobby ists to 
sp ending an almost meaningless $10 p er in-

div idu al p er month on entertaining p u blic 
officeholders. 
Su ch a measu re wou ld scarcely stand a 
chance of p assing a state legislatu re. Bu t 
California v oters — who p u t the p rop osi­ 
tion on the ballot them selv es — 
ov erwhelmingly endorsed it by a margin of 
70% to 30%. Su p p ort of Prop . 9 , moreov er, 
was a k ey p lank in the p latform of Edmu nd 
Brown Jr., who imp ressiv ely wallop ed 
some well-k nown op p osition to win the 
Democratic gu bernatorial nomination. 
The California v ote was seen in ad­ 
v ance as a test of the imp act of Watergate. 
The resu lts show that the scandals did in­ 
deed leav e their mark s. 
Peop le want restraints on camp aign 
sp ending and on sp ecial interest p articip a­ 
tion in p olitics and gov ernment. 
It is hop ed that California v oters hav e 
tak en the lead in a mov ement which will 
gain nationwide momentu m.

Half A Loaf Is Better 


PARIS — It is hard to realize that 30 y ears 
hav e already gone by since history ’s largest ar­ 
mada landed an allied army in Normandy , 
breaching the defenses of Hitler’s Fortress 
E u rop e and lau nching w hat G ene ra l 
Eisenhower called “the great cru sade toward 
which we hav e striv en these many months.” 


Many of the dreams accomp any ing the 
p rimarily U.S.-British detachments ov er steep 
hedgerows and throu gh green p astu res hav e 
long since v anished. More than half the p op ­ 
u lations of most lands inv olv ed hav e been born 
since that famou s Ju ne 6 k nown as D-Day . 


Only a few of the leading generals who took 
p art are still aliv e: that great field commander, 
Omar Bradley . Bernard (Lord) Montgomery , 
alone with his memories in Hamp shire; and 
Hans Sp eidel, German Marshal Rommel’s chief 
of staff, now retired in the Rhineland, hav ing 
liv ed on to command French, British, American 
troop s himself on behalf of NATO. 
It is difficu lt to recall how the whole rich 
soil of Normandy was chu rned u p and its towns 
torn ap art when today regarding that same 
p lacid area with its rebu ilt monu ments and 
cities, its green-clad ru ins, its chomp ing cows 
and p u rling trou t streams, menaced not by war 
bu t by p ollu tion. Bu t, with all Eu rop e, it has 
changed. 
The soil itself is not different bu t scientific 
and p olitical ex p losions since World War II hav e 
left a far greater mark than the military ex p lo­ 
sion which brou ght the conflict to an end. Few 
of the statesmen who arranged for Eu rop e’s 
19 44 liberation wou ld recognize the continent 
today .

Fou r great ov erseas emp ires — British, 
French, Du tch and Belgian — hav e brok en u p 
since Eisenhower lau nched his “cru sade.” The 
only significant agglomeration remaining, Por­ 
tu gal’s, is in the p rocess of decomp osing. And 
the rank ing of nations by strength and influ ence 
has entirely altered. 


Today there is no su ch thing as a great 
p ower. There are su p erp owers, the United 
States and the Sov iet Union; and there are 
lesser forces, not easily measu red in a statistical 
sense, lik e the inchoate Eu rop ean commu nity , a 
newly dy namic China and bu rgeoning Jap an. 
Desp ite Chu rchill’s efforts to cling to British 
grandness and those of De Gau lle to rev iv e 
French grandeu r, their attemp ts were ev anes­ 
cent. 


The old order of p omp and p recedence has 
shifted. Dozens of new (or recreated) cou ntries 


are p lay ing an ev er-increasing p art in world af­ 
fairs: India. Indonesia, Zaire, Nigeria. The 
United Nations itself has already ou tliv ed its 
p redecessor, the Leagu e of Nations, deformed 
and crip p led at birth by America’s failu re to 
p articip ate. 
The saddest and most dangerou s resu lt of 
the situ ation brou ght abou t by D-Day and its 
conseq u ent driv e toward westward-adv ancing 
Sov iet troop s was creation of an age of p artition 
which, in its wak e, has p rodu ced p olitical 
schizop hrenia.

Before World War II only Ireland, that tor­ 
tu red land, was p olitically sp lit. Bu t since 
H itler’s 
“ Thou sand-Year-Reich” 
and 
the 
Jap anese w arlords’ “ G reater East Asia 
Cop rosp erity Sp here” cru mp led, the following 
u nits hav e been torn ap art: 


India, which now comp rises three states 
(inclu ding Pak istan and Bangladesh); Vietnam 
and Korea (div ided into north and sou th), Ger­ 
many (walled and fenced into ideological frac­ 
tions); and Palestine (an administrativ e area 
mandated to Britain by the Leagu e of Nations), 
now sp lit among Israel and its Arab neighbors. 


The greatest su ndering is, howev er, not 
national bu t continental. Eu rop e is riv en in two 
p arts according to p olitical p hilosop hy . The 
commu nist east, bou nd to the Sov iet Union by 
military and economic ties (with the wav ering 
ex cep tions of Yu goslav ia and Albania) has y et to 
arrange a formal modu s v iv endi with what is 
left of the largely democratic west, reliant on 
the United States. 
Few men 30 y ears ago were far-sighted 
enou gh to p erceiv e that where the allied armies 
wou ld meet along a zigzag line from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic, they wou ld be establishing 
du rable p olitical zones. 
Chu rchill, indeed, was aware of this 
p ossibility as were the French and the Poles. 
Bu t Roosev elt, with his American traditions of 
confederal continents, p rev ailed becau se of his 
ov erweening military might. 


The world recognizes war is now genu inely 
too dangerou s to contemp late and therefore, at 
last, is getting down to the job of sealing a for­ 
mal p eace on ev ents begu n three decades ago. 
That is the aim of the Genev a conference on 
Eu rop ean secu rity . The seal is not to be p laced 
on a u nited world as conceiv ed in U.N.’s v ery ti­ 
tle. Eu rop e accep ts div ision now that the two 
su p erp owers relu ctantly conclu de that better is 
half a loaf than no bread.

As all 
Americans can see, his shady inv olv ements with the milk in­ 
du stry , I T T. and other big indu stries across America p oint u p 
his imp ortance to big bu siness and the reasons he believ es he 
mu st stay in office.

WASHINGTON - When Sen. 
Harold Hu ghes came back from Iowa 
last Su nday night at 9 :15, he had an 
u rgent telep hone call to go immediate­ 
ly to the home of Charles W. Colson. 
Their p ray er grou p was in emergency 
session. 
The fou r men were work ing and 
p ray ing towards the formu lation of 
the statement that Colson wou ld mak e 
in cou rt on Monday morning when he 
made his startling p lea of gu ilty to one 
cou nt of obstru ction of ju stice. 
' 
To the stu nned onlook ers in the 
cou rtroom, Colson’s p lea stirred the 
sk ep ticism and su sp icion that has 
attended ev ery action of Richard 
Nix on’s former hatchetman in and ou t 
of the White Hou se. To Hu ghes and 
his brothers in Christ, it was a 
cu lmination of a p rocess that began 
w ith 
C olson’s conv ersion 
last 
December. 
“It was an emotional session,” say s 
Hu ghes, who is q u itting the Senate to 
dev ote his life to religiou s lay work . 
“There were tears shed. Here is a man 
who faces p rison and disbarment.”

Free And Open Rental Market Urged 
To Alleviate Freight Car Shortages 


Freight car shortages can be 


alleviated by a free and open 
rental market. 


That's what Dr. John R. 


Felton, professor of economics 
and agricultural economics, 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
proposed in a recent statement 
on transporation ^problems 
before a subcommittee of the 
small business committee of the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 


In an interview Felton said 


that in place of the existing 
system of fixed and inflexible 
rental rates for freight cars, cars 
should be offered for a freely 
fluctuating rental rate so that 
they would go to the highest 
bidder. 


This open market, he con- 


tends, "will achieve efficient 
utilization and promote a fleet of 
satisfactory size." 


He pointed out that the pre- 


sent system which allows empty 
cars to go back to the owner and 
not to the point of greatest need 


just "runs up empty mileage at 
the same time when there may 
'be serious car shortages 
elsewhere." 


Felton also says that if aban- 


donment of low-use feeder and 
branch lines is combined with a 
reorganization of the transporta- 
tion system, particularly unit 
train shipments for the move- 
ment of bulk agricultural com- 
modities, farmers would be 
"better off." 


On trucking, Felton contends 


that the 55 mph speed limit 
reduction has a "differentially 
adverse affect in Nebraska in 
comparison with some of the 
more densely populated states." 


The economics professor also 


made known to the subcom- 
mittee his feeling that there 
should be greater freedom of 
entering into the trucking in- 
dustry. 


His concern is for a reduction 


in Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's imposed restrictions 


on commodities, the points 
truckers serve and the routes 
they might take to reach these 
points. Such restrictions, he 
says, result in loss of efficiency 
and higher operating costs.

Turnout

Beermann said 334,156 of the

Recent special and primary 


elections in Missouri and 
Louisianna drew comparatively 
few voters, Beermann noted. 
And initial figures from 
Tuesday's primary balloting in 
Iowa indicated only about 15% 
of those registered voted. 


Beermann noted a recount is 


underway in 40 counties of the 
3rd Congressional District 


In that district's Republican 


race for nomination to the House 
Mayor Don Blank of McCook 
trailed Mrs. Haven Smith of 
Chappell by only some 80 votes. 


Beermann said he expected 


the recount to be complete by 
Monday, when the canvass 
board meets. 


A breakdown of figures 


showed Republicans cast 178,081 
votes, representing about 45% of 
Nebraska's 394,213 registered 
GOP voters. 


Democrats cast 150,926 


ballots, representing about 42% 
of the party's 363,160 registered 
voters 


Independents recorded the 


lowest percentage turnout, with 
5,149 of 36,839 casting ballots, 
those figures represent about 
14% of the independents, who 
were permitted to vote only for 
nonpartisan offices in the 
primary

He 
noted that som e of the 
organizations do not have flexi­ 
ble budgeting processes to make 
the improvements rapidly.

No Gunshots Fired

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — In- 


fantrymen loyal to President 
Hugo Banzer put down a 
rebellion attempted Wednesday 
by two disgruntled tank corps of- 
ficers and the armored regiment 
they headed. 


No shots were fired as 


Banzer's forces subdued the 
crack Tarapaca armored regi- 
ment and its leaders, two dis- 
affected lieutenant colonels 
identified as former men Rene 
Lopez Leyton and Gary Prado 
Salmon. 


Sources said the colonels and 


four other officers escaped into 
the Brazilian Embassy. There 
was no indication whether they 
requested political asylum. 


One of the officers tried 


without success to take over the 
international airport during the 
night. The other led a tank 
column 14 miles into the center 
of town and surrounded the 
presidential palace. 


The leading tanks smashed the 


ornate, wrought-iron palace 
gates and rattled the ancient 
gray building. But Banzer's foot 
soldiers quickly encircled the 
rebels and forced them to sur- 
render. 


Banzer has recently shown 


himself to be an admirer of the 
type of military-controlled 
government 
that rules 


neighboring Brazil. 


The Brazilians have agreed to 


invest almost $1 billion in the

Table Rock — Joe Tomek had 
always known them thar hills 
were full of clay, but he had no 
idea it would turn to gold. 


For nearly 50 years the old 
Table Rock Brick and Tile Co. 
had been only weed-covered 
remains and a worry that some 
visiting youngster might get 
hurt. Then a tew weeks ago, a 
“city man from Lincoln” came 
knocking at the owner’s door. 


Tomek was admittedly sur­ 
prised to learn that the used 
brick — sold new for $5 per 1,000 
way back when — is now worth 
several times that figure. Came a 
little dickering and the aban­ 
doned brickyard was headed for 
salvage and use in some of Lin­ 
coln's swankiest new homes. 
“I never realized there was 
such a demand or the place 
wouldn't have laid idle all this 
time,” said Tomek, whose 
father, Joe W., had operated the 
business shortly before its 1931 
demise. “ A few thousand dollars 
will come in handy some rainy 
day.” 


With an estimated half million 
good bricks to be hauled out, a 
crew from the Max Scherer 
Construction Co. of Lincoln 
probably will be at the job for 
months. Bulldozing began a few 
days ago on the oid “continuous 
kiln” from which most of the 
material will come. 


Its walls five feet thick, the 
tunnel-like kiln was a circular 
structure 300 feet in cir­ 
cumference. The 12 chamber 
openings accommodated several 
hundred thousand bricks at a 
time for firing. 
According to Tomek, the kiln 
was called “ continuous” 
because of the system of filling 
and sealing each chamber in 
order. By the time a crew had 
spent perhaps two weeks

working around the circle, the 
first chamber’s brick was cured 
and ready for removal. 


Also to be razed are two 
smokestacks at least 40 feet high. 
Tomek, a bachelor with con­ 
siderable land holdings, rejected 
an offer for still another 
smokestack which had been a 
community landmark for some 
five decades. 


That imposing 105-footer, 
denoting the site a half mile 
south of the Pawnee County 
town, towers well above a heavy 
overgrowth of surrounding trees. 
It naturally has figured in its 
share of lore which survived the 
brickyard itself. 
Lester (Jum) Harris and Sam 
Day, probably the only former 
employes still in town, like to 
tell about “ the tower head 
stand.” Harris’ father John, who 
died at 95 a few weeks ago, was 
among the incident’s actual 
witnesses. 


“ Da d sa id o ld Fred Kucera 
wa s a lwa y s bo a sting tha t when 


and if the smokestack was ever 
finished, he would climb it and 
stand on his head,” said Jum, 66. 
“Of course nobody believed him, 
but by God he did it!” 


Started in 1891 as the Table 
Rock Clay Co., the firm built to a 
peak employment of about 30 in 
the early 1920s. Up to 35,000 
bricks per day were produced 
for builders as distant as Chicago 
and Denver. 


The plant changed hands 
several times, and this probably 
contributed to its downfall. 
Tomek’s father ran it for a small 
group of investors prior to one 
shutdown in 1927. It’s last stint 
was under the Cornell family 
about 1931. 


“ There were fiv e beehiv e kilns 
a lso , but we so ld tho se ba ck in 
the ’40s,” reca lled To mek, 
o wner o f the 49-a cre tra ct. 
“ Ev en then the brick wa s wo rth 
twice wha t it ha d been when 
o rig ina lly ma nufa ctured.” 


Lincolnite Scherer said he has 
razed numerous old buildings, 
some quite large, to recover 
used bnck. But the Table Rock 
project is by far his most am­ 
bitious one to date. 


After cleaning, the material is 
resold to housing contractors for 
use as facing or in fireplaces. 
Scherer said the used brick 
“commands a premium from 
people who insist on genuine an­ 
tiques.” 


Although Tomek never 
worked at the plant himself, he 
felt the giant smokestack had too 
much sentimental value for the 
town to surrender it. The struc­ 
ture appears to be perfectly in­ 
tact. 


- “The only way I’d let go of 
that old landmark is if it get 
struck by lightning,” he said. “If 
that should ever happen, we'll 
see what the brick is worth bv 
then.”

France Cautions Britain 
Not To Expect Too Much 


Paris - The new French 


government cautioned Britain 
Wednesday against expecting too 
much from negotiations that 
have just begun to improve Com- 
mon Market entry terms and 
reasserted France's attachment 
to the Market, its principles and 
to the "vocation of creating a un- 
ited Europe." 


In the major policy statement 


Premier Jacques Chirac outlined 
general foreign and domestic 
objectives of the nine-day-old 


government of President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing and took an 
especially tough stand against 
British demands to change some 
rules of the Common Market to 
reduce the costs of membership. 


The demands, he said a day 


after they were presented in 
detail by British Foreign 
Secretary James- Callaghan in 
Luxembourg, were "irrecon- 
cilable" with the fundamental 
objectives of the community and 
the "legitimate interests" of the 
eight other community.

member countries agreed 
Tuesday to an examination of 
the merits of the British case by 
th$ organization's executive 
authority. 


The British want a reduction 


in their budget contributions, 
and are also seeking changes in 
the workings of the Market's 
farm policy, the'treatment of 
commonwealth and developing 
countries and the formulation of 
industrial and regional policies. 


Britain, Ireland and Denmark 


joined the community Jan. 1, 
1973. The other six members are 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. 


The British had threatened 


withdrawal if their demands 
were not met, but this threat 
was considerably toned down in 
what was considered a relatively 
conciliatory statement by 
Callaghan. 


"As far as we can judge," 


Chirac told the National 
Assembly, (the British demands) 
do not coincide either with the 
interests of the British in that 
one day they should again leave 
a Europe that welcomed them 
with such warmth and 
friendship." 


For France and her partners, 


Chirac declared, "The construc- 
tion of Europe constitutes the 
very underpinnings of real 
prosperity and power in the 
world today." 


The premier's statement, read 


and approved by Giscard 
d'Estaing, was the clearest yet 
by the new government on its 
thinking about Europe. 


The warning to the four- 


month-old Labor government 
about expectations from Com- 
mon Market renegotiations 
came after a meeting last Friday 
and Saturday by Giscard 
d'Estaing and Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt of West Ger- 
many. The two leaders said they 
had come to general understan- 
dings on European and world 
problems, giving rise to specula- 
tion that a new French-German 
partnership is in the building 
stage. 


Analysts said this develop- 


ment tended to tilt the.power 
structure in Europe against the 
British and to make it more dif- 
ficult for their Common Market 
demands to be met. 


House Kills Sugar Subsidies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House killed the 


40-year-old government subsidy to the sugar in- 
dustry Wednesday night rather than approve a 
bill which opponents said would have guaranteed 
a retail price increase. 


However, after the 209-175 vote, a chief propo- 


nent of the bill said the retail price would go up 
anyway. 


The subsidy program had been providing 190 


million a year to U.S. sugar growers. 


Opponents of the bill argued that it contained a 


formula which would have boosted the retail 
price of sugar by at least a half-cent per pound 
over the highest price allowed under the present 
Sugar Act. 


The subsidies for sugar, which is in short supply 


worldwide, would end in July 1975 when the 
current act expires. They were designed to en- 
courage production and it was not clear what im- 
pact their end would have on the retail price. 


Chief House proponents of the bill said they 


would make no effort to resurrect the legislation. 
The Senate could originate its own sugar bill, but 
the Senate is barred by the Constitution from 
originating taxes. The current sugar legislation in- 
cludes several excise taxes on domestic refined 
sugar which raise about $115 million in revenue. 


So far, there is no Senate sugar bill nor any in- 


dication that there will be one. 


The vote was 209 to 175. 
The vote followed more than seven hours of 


debate during which the bill was seriously 


-weakened by amendments. One of the 
amendments would have discontinued federal 
subsidies if sugar prices remained at the present 
high level. 


Opposition to the bill was lead by Republican 


Reps. Peter Peyser of New York and Paul 
Findley of Illinois. 


Peyser charged as debate opened that the sugar 


program, established during the Depression to 
help the industry survive, was now "making the 
taxpayer and the consumer damn unhappy." 


"The bill speaks of reform, but in reality, it 


contains no reform," said Peyser. He said the 
object of the program was to stabilize domestic 
sugar prices, but that it had failed to do so. 


An adjustment to a sugar price objective for- 


mula, proposed in the bill, would have significant- 
ly raised the price of sugar to consumers, said 
Peyser. The formula is used by the Agriculture 
Department to determine the price it believes 
sugar should sell at.

House Votes No Compromise 
On Anti-School Busing Stand 


Washington (AP) — The House has voted not to com- 


promise its firm stand against school busing in negotiations 
with the Senate. 


The action Wednesday clouds'the future of a bill that 


would provide |21 billion in federal aid to elementary and 
secondary schools. 


The Senate had passed a similar measure with less 


stringent busing provisions. Before agreeing to a conference 
with the Senate to reconcile the two bills, the House voted 
270 to 103 to instruct its conferees to stick to the House 
language on busing. 


The House provision spells out a list of measures that 


must be taken against segregation before busing may be con- 
tinued. It restricts the power of federal courts to order 
busing beyond the closest or next-closest school and directs 
that all prior court orders may be reopened to conform with 
the new guidelines.

Federal Spending May Be Cut 
Williamsburg, Va. (UPI) 


Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
ma n Arthur Burns said 
Wednesday the administration 
may soon announce a new plan 
to cut federal spending as part of 
a stepped-up campaign to bring 
inflation under control. 


Burns also said he expected 


the economy to rebound from its 
first quarter slump and register 
"a small plus" growth rate in the 
current April-June quarter. 


In a news conference 


following a closed meeting with 
U.S. and foreign bankers and 
financial leaders, Burns struck a 
somewhat more optimistic note 
than in a commencement speech 
last week in which he portrayed 
the economy as in deep trouble. 


"I would not be surprised if 


the administration 
comes 


forward with some definite plan 
to curb expenditures and to 
finally get better control over 
our federal budget," he said. 


Burns also indicated that a 


Democratic-sponsored plan to 
reduce taxes in order to boost 
consumer spending probably is 
dead. "I don't think that 
proposal for a tax cut is going 
anywhere in Congress," he said. 


Up to now, Budget Director 


Roy Ash has insisted that all 
possible fat has been trimmed 
from the fiscal 1975 budget, now 
estimated to show a deficit of 
about $11 billion. 


Treasury Secretary William E. 


Simon, however, has been 


pressing for further spending 
cuts as part of the government's 
contribution to curbing the 
soaring cost of living and Bums' 
comments indicated Simon's 
view may have carried the day.

Burns said estimating the 


growth rate of the economy is es- 
pecially difficult because of dis- 
torting effects of inflation on the 
value of inventories. But he ven- 
tured that there would be a 
small increase in economic 
growth when the preliminary 
gross national product figures 
for the second quarter are an- 
nounced next month.

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Not Sex Or Money, But Games, Drive Couples Apart 


By Arthur J. Silver 


Chicago — They come to the marriage 


counsel because of fights over children, 
money, sex or in-laws. But these grounds 
are only a smokescreen for the games 
couples are playing. 


Behind most marital disputes is the un- 


conscious ongoing siiuggle between the 
two for domination and personal 
prestige. 


That is the finding'of two Chicago psy- 


chologists, Gerald J. Mozdzierz and 
Thomas J. Lottman. 


The most popular game is "I'm right; 


you're wrong." Wheifenacted before the 
therapist, it goes something like this: 


Wife: "He was drunk at the party last 


night and made a fool of himslef." 


Husband: "I was riOt durnk and I didn't 


make a fool of myselfe I simply cracked a 
few jokes." 


Wife: "Those off-color jokes you think 


are so funny." 


Husband: "Everyone was laughing. 


You wouldn't know a good joke if it hit 
you over the head." 


Wife: "I know how to laugh at jokes 


that aren't sick! 


Husband: (excited voice) "Sick?" 
Wife: "You see doctor, isn't it 


ridiculous the way he won't admit he's 
wrong?" 


Husband: "Well you can see how she 


exaggerates everything, can't you, doc- 
tor?" 


"The game is a tenacious battle to 


avoid being proven wrong" explains 
Mozdzierz, a clinical psychologist in the 
Hines Va Hospital mental hygiene clinic, 
and Lottman, a psychologist at Loyola 
University. 


"Even when declared the 'loser' by a 


third person who is brought in as a 
referee, whether he is a therapist, 
relative, child or neighbor, he won't give 
in. While humiliated, he is ready to start a 
hew game that he 'can't lose.' " 


Some of the other games played are: 


-"Pay Attention." 
This game is often a one-sided nagging, 


affair. Its purposes is to get a reaction 
from the other. It is a game of despera- 
tion, for being ignored — to a neurotic, 
very sensitive person — is equivalent to 
not existing. 


If nagging fails to evoke response, the 


pay-attention player may revert to 
negative behavior and become so silent 
the spouse becomes troubled. Or he may 
adopt habits that annoy the spouse. He 
tries to whip up a shouting match. 


- "I don't Want To Discuss It!" 
This is the reciprocal of "pay atten- 


tion." The spoute conveys the name of 
the game by showing no irritation at the 
remarks, of the other, disassociates 
himself by closing his eyes, reading a 
newspaper or leaving the room. 


"The demonstration of disdain in this 


game immediately places the player in a 
one-up position," says Mozdzierz. "He 
carries off the idea that he is too mature, 
too adult, rational or moral to engage in 
his spouse's game." 


- "This Is War!" 
There is nothing subtle in this game," 


the psychologists point out. "It's attack, 
counterattack and retaliation, a no-holds- 
barred verbal slugfest whose goal is to 
hurt the spouse's feeling more than yours 
are hurt by name-calling, attacking family - 
or friends." 


-"It's All Your Fault." 


The strategy is to strike first to place 


your partner in a defensive position by 
blaming the problem on his ineptitude or 
negligence and conveying the idea that it 
couldn't remotely be due to any error on 
your part. 


-Where Would You Be Without Me?" 


It involves reciting a litany of self- 


sacrifice for one's mate ("I wash your 
clothes, fix your meals, raise your kids, 
lie to your boss when you're too hung 
over to work..." or "If.it weren't for 
me, you'd still be..."). 


-"I've Got A Debit; You've Got A 


Credit." 


Husband: "You decided where we 


went on vacation last year. This year it's 
my turn." 


Wife: "Yeah, but we stayed in the hotel 


you wanted and played golf whenever you 
wanted to. When are we going to do what 
I want?" 


Husband: "We ate at all those foreign 


restaurants because you like spicy food 
even though I was half-sick the whole 
time." 


Wife: "Well, we flew 'cause you don't 


like to drive, even though I wanted to see 
the country." 


"The rules," explains Mozdzierz, "are 


b^sed on a profound distrust between 
spouses. You always keep tab of your 
spouse's activity and never let your 
spouse know what you are doing. 


"Occasionally give in on little matters 


to accumulate 'TOUS' for something you 
really want." 


It's only after the feuding partners 


realize they are playing a game that 
therapy can start, the psychologists note.

Foundation OKs Grant Jo NWU's Fund Drive 


The Lincoln Foundation 


executive committee Wednesday 
approved a 93,000 grant applica- 
tion by Nebraska Wesleyan 
University (NWU) for iti 
"Decade of Fulfillment." 


The $20 million NWU fund 


drive for improvements began in 
1968. 


The committee stipulated that 


the NWU grant will be made 
over a five-year period, with $400 
annually to come from the Hazel 
Snell Putney fund, and $100 an- 
nually from each of two 
ahonymous-D funds. 


Williams Memorial 


Committee members also ap- 


proved establishment of the 
David N. Williams Memorial 
Fund, contributions to which the 
foundation will use to help per* 
sons seeking an aerospace or 
aeronautics education. 


Williams was captain and chief 


pilot for Duncan Aviation. He 
died in a jet plane crash hi Lin- 
coln last November. John Frey, 
Lincoln Foundation executive 
director, said he received 
reports that Williams was highly 
regarded by corporate 
executives and individuals for 
whom be piloted charter flights. 


Osborne Tuned Down 


In other business, the com- 


mittee rejected a request by 
Nebraska head football coach 
Tom Osborne to finance part of 
expenses by the adult chapter f 
the Foundation of Christian 
Athletes. 


The foundation sponsors the 


Fellowship of Christian Athletes 
program in an Estes, Colo., 
summer camp, for athletes from 
the five Lincoln high schools. 


Osborne reported the cost 


could range from $6,700 to $b> 
800, a charge of $100 each for SO 
to 60 athletes, and $700 to $800 
for group travel. 


The executive committee 


deemed that financial support 
should be the responsibility of 
organizations with a more direct 
interest in the athletes' 
fellowship program. 


Application Denied 


The committee also voted to 


deny accepting a grant applica- 
tion from the NWU Prairie 
Plains Folklore Society, which is 
trying to raise $4,000 for 85 par- 
ticipants in the second Folklore 


Confe 
and Symposium at 


NWU in winter 197S. 


The Smithsonian Institute in 


Washington, D.C., is currently 
developing plans for an 
American Folklore Society in 
Nebraska, in part of a region 
that includes the Dakotas and 
Kansas. 


Roger L. Welsch, Centennial 


Fellow at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, submitted the 
folklore society request. 


The Nebraska Bicentennial 


Committee had asked the Lin- 
coln Foundation if it would 
accept an application to finance 


part of ,$12,500 needed to 
develop the Lakota (Sioux) crea- 
tion myth, an environmental 
musk-dance drama. 


Composer Richard M. Moore 


said the drama would be per- 
formed six times in Lincoln 
during 1976, and possibly at out- 
state Nebraska towns. 


Noting that they want to know 


what other programs the 
bicentennial committee will 
attempt to sponsor, Lincoln 
Foundation executive com- 
mittee members agreed to con- 
sider the Indian drama funding 
proposal, if submitted.

City Issues 163 Permits 
In May Far Construction 
During the month of May, 163 


building permits were issued by 
the city for new construction 
totaling $13.4 million. 


Of that number, 80 permits 


'were taken out for construction 
of single family houses, totaling 
$1,111,772, figures in the 
Building Inspections Division 
show. 


Two additional permits were 


issued for duplexes, for a total of 
$59,620, while three permits

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USDA Studies Possibility

Washington (AP) — The Agriculture Depart- 


ment is studying the possible costs of establishing 
a regional meat-and-poultry-inspection laboratory 
in Lincoln, Neb., an aide to Rep. Charles Thone, 
R-Neb., said Wednesday. 


A cost study has been completed for St. Louis, 


the other site under consideration for that 
midwest region, the aide said, but he did not 
know what the results were for this Missouri City. 


Thone is hopeful, the aide said, that a deci- 


sion on which city will get the lab will be made 
this summer. The lab is expected to employe 50 to 
35 persons. 


The USDA Animal and Plant Health Inspec- 


tion Service maintains a number of chemical 
laboratories around the country for residue 
analysis. Thone's aide said all pathological and 


bioligical work is sent to the main USDA 
laboratories in Beltsville, Md., after the chemical 
work is finished. 


Aphis, first multi-disciplinary laboratory out- 


side Beltsville became fully operational in San 
Francisco last year and a national residue 
laboratory was established in Peoria, HI. 


Agency officials told the House Appropriations 


Committee recently that a second mul- 
tidisciplinary lab is scheduled to open soon in 
Athens, Ga., with much of the staff coming from 
a chemical laboratory being closed in New York. 


The site for the third such lab planned by 


APHIS to handle chemical, microbiological and 
pathological analysis has not yet been decided, ac- 
cording to Appropriations Committee hearing 
records.

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Cleveland Files Protest 


. . . 'No Advance Warning Given' 


Bill Almon, first choice in the free agent baseball draft. 


CtEVELAND (AP) — The Cleveland Indians have 


filed a formal protest against their forfeiture of 
Tuesday night's baseball game to the Texas Rangers. 


With the score tied 5-5, the Rangers were awarded 


the game by forfeit in the ninth inning because fans 
poured onto the field and engaged in battle with the 
ballplayers. 


"While we deplore the incidents which lead to the 


forfeiture, we also feel that there was no warning 
given to the fans during the course of the game by the 
umpires that any continuation of interruptions of play 
would lead to a declaration of a forfeiture of the 
game," said Indians General Manager Phil Seghi in a 
telegram to the American League president. 


The telegram also stated that the umpires should 


have made "a more concerted effort to have our 
policemen clear the field so that our game could be 
resumed." 


League President Lee MacPhail said he would not 


comment on the protest until all the facts are in 
writing and he has studied the matter. 


"That's fantastic," Rangers Manager Billy Martin 


said, when told of the idea of a protest. "They can 
protest all they want. They wouldn't win it. They 
wouldn't win it in a court of law." 


Seghi admitted he didn't have high hopes of the 


protest succeeding, but "it -was necessary to get my 


views of the incident on the record." 


Ted Bonda, the Tribe's executive vice president, 


said he had no plans to discontinue the beer night 
promotions 
scheduled. Many persons blamed 


drunken youngsters for starting the melee. 


MacPhail issued a statement Wednesday night that 


all clubs would have to notify the league office in ad- 
vance of all such promotions. 


"There must be concern about any promotion 


such as that held in Cleveland which resulted in the 
forfeiture of the game," MacPhail said. "The league 
must be responsible for the safety of the fans and the 
players." 


Bonda said it was impossible to blame the beer 


promotion for what happened Tuesday night. He said 
a series of events led to the incident: 


—The feeling for retaliation because of the fight the 


Rangers and Indians had in Texas last week. 


—A large crowd (25,134) turned out on a warm 


night. 


—The crowd was made up of a lot of young people 


that played follow the leader after seeing a few fans 
run on the field. 


—The Indians tied the score in the ninth inning. 


—The umpires were unable to control both the 


players and the fans. 


—The Texas Rangers left the dugout with their bats 


to fight with the fans in the ninth inning. 


—"There are a host of circumstances and I might 


even add that there was a full moon last night," he 
said. 


"We can we should have done a lot of things in hind- 


sight," Bonda said. "We investigating all aspects now, 
including the selling of beer to minors and people 
bringing beer and liquor into the games." 


Early in Tuesday night's game fans started run- 


ning across the outfield. The numbers grew as the 
game progressed, and they included an elderly woman 
and a streaker. 


"As a matter of fact the earlier incidents gave me a 


good idea for a promotion," Bonda said. "Before the 
game we'll let kids jump over the right field fence, run 
across the field and climb over the leftfield fence. The 
one who does it in the fastest time will get a prize." 


There were no serious injuries reported from the 


melee, which involved several hundred fans and both 
the Indians and the Rangers squads. Police say they 
arrested a dozen people. A spokesman at St. Vincent 
Charity Hospital said about seven people were treated 
and released. 


"Cleveland is not a city of monsters as some said last 


night," Bonda said. "Cleveland had a happening last 
night and it was an unfotunate one."

have killed about half of the perch and most of 
the shad, but the benefits will probably be short 
lived.

available now that the shad numbers are 
smaller. Without the shad, we should have a 
good plankton growth this summer and the 
young game fish need plankton to grow." 


Shad are a plankton eating forage fish (a 


food fish for other predator fish). Shad numbers 
were so high as to nearly eliminate adequate 
plankton supplies for young fish spawned out in 
the lake. 


Johnson said the niche short! now be open 


to provide ewwgb food for the ai.lW-pius 
waDeye fry to be stocked into Wagon Train next 
week. Nearly 1N,NI bteegffl are also scheduled 
for stocking this summer. Next year wBl bring 
15,HI more walleye and a supply of BOrtbera 
pike, according to Johnson.

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Cleveland Files Protest 
. . . 'No Advance Warning Given'

Boston 'Upsets' Yankees 
By Choosing Ford ( Eddie) 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The Geveland Indians have 
filed a formal protest against their forfeiture of 
Tuesday night’s baseball game to the Texas Rangers. 


With the score tied 5-5, the Rangers were awarded 
the game by forfeit in the ninth inning because fans 
poured onto the field and engaged in battle with the 
ballplayers. 
“While we deplore the incidents which lead to the 
forfeiture, we also feel that there was no warning 
given to the fans during the course of the game by the 
umpires that any continuation of interruptions of play 
would lead to a declaration of a forfeiture of the 
game,” said Indians General Manager Phil Seghi in a 
telegram to the American League president. 
The telegram also stated that the umpires should 
have made “a more concerted effort to have our 
policemen clear the field so that our game could be 
resumed ” 
League President Lee MacPhail said he would not 
comment on the protest until all the facts are in 
writing and he has studied the matter. 
“ That’s fantastic,” Rangers Manager Billy Martin 
said, when told of the idea of a protest. “They can 
protest all they want. They wouldn’t win it. They 
wouldn’t win it in a court of law.” 
Seghi admitted he didn’t have high hopes of the 
protest succeeding, but “it was necessary to get my 


views of the incident on the record.” 
Ted Bonda, the Tribe’s executive vice president, 
said he had no plans to discontinue the beer night 
promotions 
scheduled. Many persons blamed 
drunken youngsters for starting the melee. 


MacPhail issued a statement Wednesday night that 
all clubs would have to notify the league office in ad­ 
vance of all such promotions. 
“There must be concern about any promotion 
such as that held in Geveland which resulted in the 
forfeiture of the game,” MacPhail said. “ The league 
must be responsible for the safety of the fans and the 
players.” 
Bonda said it was impossible to blame the beer 
promotion for what happened Tuesday night. He said 
a series of events led to the incident: 
—The feeling for retaliation because of the fight the 
Rangers and Indians had in Texas last week 
—A large crowd (25,134) turned out on a warm 
night. 
—The crowd was made up of a lot of young people 
that played follow the leader after seeing a few fans 
run on the field. 
—The Indians tied the score in the ninth inning. 


—The umpires were unable to control both the 
players and the fans. 


—The Texas Rangers left the dugout with their bats 
to fight with the fans in the ninth inning 
—"There are a host of circumstances and I might 
even add that there was a full moon last night,” he 
said. 
“We can we should have done a lot of things in hind­ 
sight,” Bonda said. “ We investigating all aspects now, 
including the selling of beer to minors and people 
bringing beer and liquor into the games ” 
Early in Tuesday night’s game fans started run­ 
ning across the outfield. The numbers grew as the 
game progressed, and they included an elderly woman 
and a streaker. 
“As a matter of fact the earlier incidents gave me a 
good idea for a promotion,” Bonda said. “ Before the 
game we ll let kids jump over the right field fence, run 
across the field and climb over the leftfield fence The 
one who does it in the fastest time will get a prize.” 


There were no serious injuries reported from the 
melee, which involved several hundred fans and both 
the Indians and the Rangers squads Police say they 
arrested a dozen people. A spokesman at St. Vincent 
Charity Hospital said about seven people were treated 
and released 
"Geveland is not a city of monsters as some said last 
night,” Bonda said. “ Geveland had a happening last 
night and it was an unfotunate one.’’ 


NEW YORK (AP) - Major 
league baseball’s summer free 
agent draft was moving swiftly 
through its first round Wednes­ 
day when the Boston Red Sox 
dropped a small bombshell on 
their American League neigh­ 
bors, the New York Yankees. 
San Diego had chosen Brown 
University shortstop Bill Almon 
as the top selection, and the 
other clubs followed in rapid 
order. 
Then it was Boston's turn. 
And the Red Sox’ announce­ 
ment dropped some jaws at the 
Yankee draft table. Boston 
chose Eddie Ford, a shortstop 
from the University of South 
Carolina—and son of Whitey 
Ford, pitching coach of the 
Yankees who will be inducted 
into the Hall of Fame this sum­ 
mer. 
Ford's selection caused stir­ 


ring in the Yankee camp, partly 
because the Yanks’ firstround 
pick also was a short­ 
stop—Dennis Sherrill from 
Miami. Sherrill was described in 
scouting reports as “a definite 
major league prospect with all 
the tools.” 
“We wanted to draft Ford,” 
said a Yankee spokesman. 
"But our scouts were higher on 
Sherrill. Ford would have been 
our next choice.” 
“ I’m happy that the Red Sox 
took me,” said Ford from his 
home in Great Neck, N Y. “ This 
is really a big thrill I was hoping 
I would go in the first round But 
I thought the Yanks would draft 
me.” 
In Chicago, his father said, 
“ Oh boy, I think he would have 
liked to go to the Yankees.

Hickman — There is a shiney new sign 
posted at the entrance of Wagon Train Lake 
near here. It reads: 


“ FISHERMEN 
Yo ur Permit Fee a t Wo rk 
This la ke ha s been trea ted by a n a ppro v ed 
fish-kill chemica l fo r fish ma na g ement pur­ 
po ses. Stunted undesira ble fish ha v e been 
reduced in number by the chemica l. Mo st g a me 
fish will no t be a ffected. Fishing is permitted a s 
usua l. 
Aqua tic Wildlife Div isio n” 


Wagon Train Lake, some 315 acres in size, is 
one of the Salt Valley lake system im­ 
poundments. It has been plagued by massive 
populations of shad and white perch in the past 
few years. 


Tho se two species ma de it nea rly impo ssi­ 
ble fo r a ny o ther g a me fish, fro m blueg ill to 
ba ss, to esta blish a co mpetitiv e fo o tho ld in the 
la ke. 


On Monday, Jim Johnson, District V 
fisheries biologist for the Nebraska Game and 
Parks Commission, and his crews closed the 
lake from public use. Fintrol, a fish toxin, was 
applied. 
Tuesday, the results began showing up. 
Wednesday, the facts were nearly in, according 
to Johnson. Sand by the ton, white perch, 
limited carp, bluegill and two bass were washed 
ashore. 
Calculations revealed nearly 70 pounds of 
fish per acre were slain by the chemical treat­ 
ment. Wednesday the dead fish cleanup, some 
10-plus tons worth, began. 


“ I’m no t to ta lly sa tisfied with the Idll,” 
Jo hnso n repo rted. A chemica l brea kdo wn in the 
la kes wa ters a ppa rently ca used less white perch 
kill tha n desired. And the perch wa s the ta rg et 
o f the Fintro l. 


“ We didn’t hurt the ba ss a ny ,” Jo hnso n 


said, clearing doubts he revealed Tuesday as to 
bass reaction to the chemical. “I think we might 
have killed about half of the perch and most of 
the shad, but the benefits will probably be short 
lived. 
“ We obviously are going to make more food 
available now that the shad numbers are 
smaller. Without the shad, we should have a 
good plankton growth this summer and the 
young game fish need plankton to grow.” 
Shad are a plankton eating forage fish (a 
food fish for other predator fish). Shad numbers 
were so high as to nearly eliminate adequate 
plankton supplies for young fish spawned out in 
the lake. 


Johnson said the niche should now be open 
to provide enough food for the 30,000-plus 
walleye fry to be stocked into Wagon Train next 
week. Nearly 100,000 bluegill are also scheduled 
for stocking this summer. Next year will bring 
15,000 more walleye and a supply of northern 
pike, according to Johnson. 


The District V head indicated the present 
bass population should be able to reproduce 
itself through natural spawn now that most of 
the fry competition is relieved. 


“ The idea is to eliminate the poor fishing 
trips,” Johnson said of the renovation program. 
“ We’ll need to take creel samples in the future 
to determine what benefit we’ll actually derive 
from this.” 
He also pointed out another partial renova­ 
tion might be called for in two or three years 
hence to again control the shad and perch 
numbers. At a cost of $1,240 (cost of Fintrol 
used on Wagon Train this year,) it would still be 
cheaper retreating the lake than undergoing the 
nearly $11,000 involved should a total renova­ 
tion be required. 
“This should help the perch grow. It will 
help the bluegill grow and it ought to help peo­ 
ple catch bass,” Johnson concluded of the par­ 
tial renovation. 
Wagon Train is due to reopen early next 
week. 
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Ale Said Running Decathlon 
Low On Jockeys 
Leader 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Looking for work early this summer? 
If you're young, strong, fearless, weight less than 110 pounds 


or so and like to hang around animals, you might try Ak-Sar- 
Ben. 


The Omaha track, in the midst of its biggest season ever in 


attendance, mutuel handle and purse money, is running low on 
jockeys. 


Stan Bowker, director of member activities, says AK is 


down to about 30 riders, which is at least 10 under what track of- 
ficials like to have around. 


The track, which has 1,200 horses and 200 trainers on the 


grounds, started this season with about 45 riders, Bowker said. 
Some years the jockey corps has been as high as 60. 


But this year Ak-Sar-Ben is caught in a squeeze between 


Denver and Chicago. 


Bowker explained: 
Centennial in Denver, which used to begin its season about 


the time Ak-Sar-Ben's ends in mid-July, has continued to push 
its starting date up, and this year started May 11. 


In Chicago, Sportsman's Park has often begun in July. But 


this year, the Arlington Park meeting will run all the way to 
September, with Sportsman's starting afterward. 


The result has been an exodus, largely in the direction .of 


Denver. 


"No major meets are starting when we end," said Bowker. 


"So when this meet's over, they don't have any place to go. So 
they leave early." 


Only one jockey has already left for the Chicago circuit, David 


Whited, who has ranked among Ak's top 10 jockeys since the 
Omaha track opened April 30. 


But, though Centennial doesn't compare to AkSar-Ben in 


possible payoffs for winning jockeys, eight lesser known riders 
have made the trip to Denver: Jim Powell, Nels Petersen, 
Walter Orona, William Fleming, Terry Grogan, Dean Kutz, 
George Munsell and Ed Werre. 


Centennial may be a lot smaller-time but the jockeys who 


departed just want more work and they can get it in Denver, 
Bowker said. 


Meanwhile, the riders in Omaha now will get plenty of work 


for the remainder of the season. One problem, Bowker said, is 
that about five of the 30 seldom get a mount. 


This includes Donna Collins of Doniphan, Neb., the only 


woman rider on the grounds. She has had only a couple of 
mounts. Those were early in the season, so the small room 
marked "Lady Jockey Quarters," located a discreet distance 
from the rowdy lockerroom atmosphere of the main jockey 
quarters, stands silent these days. 


Even though Ak officials aren't excatly happy about the 


number of riders, the jockeys themselves don't mind at all. 
"The riders would rather have only 20 or 30 around," Bowker 
said. 


And he's philosophical about the depletions to the corps. "At 


least we've still got the quality riders."

On Pressure

Coffman had shared the lead 


with Brigham Young's Runald 
Backman after the first half of 
the decathlon 
Tuesday, but 


Coffman turned in the best time 
in the 110-meter high hurdles 
and after seven events had 
compiled 5,781 points. 


Backman was running second 


with 5,717 and Craig Brigham 
of Oregon, who finished fourth 
last year, was in third place 
with 5,548. 


Midway through the night's 


competition 
a thunderstorm 


moved through the area and 
the accompanying high winds 
which gusted to 30 miles an 
hour halted the pole vaulting. 


Coffman won the high hurdles 


in the tune of 13.92, the fastest 
decathlon time ever turned in 
at an NCAA meet. But a 
following wind of 12 miles an 
hour at the time invalidated the 
time as a record.

ATLANTA (AP) - Henry Aa- 


ron, Atlanta's incredible 40-year- 
old slugger, is thriving on the 
pressure of game-winning 
situations. 


"For some reason or another, 


he's even better in the clutch 
now than he was," Manager Ed- 
die Mathews said in Phila- 
delphia Tuesday night. Aaron 
had just tallied his 16th lifetime 
grand slam home run which gave 
him the game-winning RBI for 
the seventh time this season. 


Aaron's production under 


pressure has helped the Braves 
to their best start since winning 
the National League West title in 
1969. Going into Wednesday 
night's series finale against the 
Phillies, Atlanta had won 14 of 
its last 19 games for a 28-24 
record. 


Ordinarily that mark would 


place a team in pretty good po- 
sition in the pennant race, but 
the brilliant start by Los Ange- 
les has left the Braves 9% game 
behind. 


"I don't know if it was the 


chase that helps, I don't know 
about that at all," says Aaron. 
"It's just that I love to hit in a 
clutch situation. A pitcher can't 
fool around with me then." 


Aaron insisted throughout his 


chase of the immortal Babe 
Ruth's home run record that he 


felt no pressure. After starting 
his 21st major league campaign 
with 713, only one shy of Ruth's 
mark, Aaron proved it. 


He delivered his record-tying 


home run on his first swing of 
the season and then gabbed the 
record on his first swing in a 
home game, to the delight of a 
record crowd of 53,775 in At- 
lanta Stadium on April 8. 


With 10 home runs this sea- 


son, Aaron now has 723 for his 
career, plus eight others in 
World Series, playoff and Ail- 
Star game competition.- In- 
cluding the extra action, Ruth's 
total was 730. 


The Braves began recording 


statistics for game-winning RBI 
in 1969 when Aaron had 11. 
Since, he's had, in order, 16,13, 
10 and 12 going into this year. In 
each of those years, he played in 
a minimum of 120 games. The 
seven this year have come in 
only 39 games, many of which he 
has left in the seventh or eighth 
innings. 


"Some people just thrive on a 


pressure situation," says Math- 
ews. "Others just can't handle it. 
Hank is one who thrives. Maybe 
it's that he's such a smart hitter.

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Ak Said Running 


Low On Jockeys 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Looking for work early this summer? 
If you’re young, strong, fearless, weight less than 110 pounds 
or so and like to hang around animals, you might try Ak-Sar- 
Ben 
The Omaha track, in the midst of its biggest season ever in 
attendance, mutuel handle and purse money, is running low on 
jockeys. 
Stan Bowker, director of member activities, says AK is 
down to about 30 riders, which is at least 10 under what track of­ 
ficials like to have around. 
The track, which has 1,200 horses and 200 trainers on the 
grounds, started this season with about 45 riders. Bowker said. 
Some years the jockey corps has been as high as 60 
But this year Ak-Sar-Ben is caught in a squeeze between 
Denver and Chicago. 
Bowker explained 
Centennial in Denver, which used to begin its season about 
the time Ak-Sar-Ben's ends in mid-July, has continued to push 
its starting date up. and this year started May 11. 
In Chicago, Sportsman's Park has often begun in July. But 
this year, the Arlington Park meeting will run all the way to 
September, with Sportsman’s starting afterward 
The result has been an exodus, largely in the direction of 
Denver 
“ No major meets are starting when we end,” said Bowker, 
“So when this meet's over, they don't have any place to go So 
they leave early. ” 
Only one jockey has already left for the Chicago circuit, David 
Whited, who has ranked among Ak’s top 10 jockeys since the 
Omaha track opened April 30. 
But, though Centennial doesn’t compare to AkSar-Ben in 
possible payoffs for winning jockeys, eight lesser known riders 
have made the trip to Denver: Jim Powell, Nels Petersen, 
Walter Orona, William Fleming, Terry’ Grogan, Dean Kutz, 
George Munsell and Ed Werre 
Centennial may be a lot smaller-time but the jockeys who 
departed just want more work and they can get it in Denver, 
Bowker said 
Meanwhile, the riders in Omaha now will get plenty of work 
for the remainder of the season One problem, Bowker said, is 
that about five of the 30 seldom get a mount. 
This includes Donna Collins of Doniphan, Neb., the only 
woman rider on the grounds She has had only a couple of 
mounts. Those were early in the season, so the small room 
marked “ Lady Jockey Quarters,” located a discreet distance 
from the rowdy lockerroom atmosphere of the mam jockey 
quarters, stands silent these days. 


Even though Ak officials aren’t excatly happy about the 
number of riders, the jockeys themselves don’t mind at all. 
“The riders would rather have only 20 or 30 around.” Bowker 
said. 
And he’s philosophical about the depletions to the corps “ At 
least we’ve still got the quality riders ”

"I don’t know if it was the 
chase that helps, I don’t know 
about that at all,” says Aaron. 
“ It s just that I love to hit in a 
clutch situation. A pitcher can't 
fool around with me then.” 
Aaron insisted throughout his 
chase of the immortal Babe 
Ruth’s home run record that he 


felt no pressure After starting 
his 21st major league campaign 
with 713, only one shy of Ruth's 
mark. Aaron proved it. 
He delivered his record-tying 
home run on his first swing of 
the season and then gabbed the 
record on his first swing in a 
home game, to the delight of a 
record crowd of 53,775 in At­ 
lanta Stadium on April 8. 
With 10 home runs this sea­ 
son, Aaron now has 723 for his 
career, plus eight others in 
World Series, playoff and All- 
Star game competition 
In­ 
cluding the extra action, Ruth's 
total was 730 


The Braves began recording 
statistics for game-winning RBI 
in 1969 when Aaron had 11. 
Since, he’s had, in order, 16, 13, 
10 and 12 going into this year In 
each of those years, he played in 
a minimum of 120 games. The 
seven this year have come in 
only 39 games, many of which he 
has left in the seventh or eighth 
innings. 
“ Some people just thrive on a 
pressure situation,” says Math­ 
ews. ‘Others just can’t handle it. 
Hank is one who thrives Maybe 
it’s that he’s such a smart hitter. 
You’ll see a lot of guys look at a 
third strike in a clutch situation. 
Not Hank. Not ever Not when it 
counts.”

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Governors Ofcay Disclosure Of Finances 


Seattle (UPI) - The nation's 


governors adopted a hotly con- 
tested resolution Wednesday 
urging full disclosure of personal 
finances of all public officials 
and candidates for office in the 
wake of Watergate. 


The resolution was adopted 


unanimously after 
the 


Democratic majority repulsed 
an amendment that would have 
removed 
enforcement 


procedures. 


The governors' action came in 


the wake of overwhelming voter 
support in California for stiff 
ethics in politicking law. 


Adjournment Delayed 


Approval of the ethics amend- 


ment and the lengthy debate on 
national health care legislation 
delayed adjournment of the 
three-day conference by more 
than two hours. 


The health care measure 


passed was a compromise after 
the governors rejected, 23 to 9, a 
virtual endorsement of the 
Kennedy-Mills national health 
insurance bill pending in 
Congress. 


Govs. Jack Williams of 


Arizona and Meldrim Thompson 
of New Hampshire, both 
Republicans, abstained from 
voting on the ethics resolution. 
Thompson said the matter 
should be decided by the states, 
not the governors, and added, "I 
don't believe we can weave a 
cloak of purity for ourselves." 


'Dreadful Aspersions 


The move to soften the ethics 


legislation made by Republican 
Gov. Malcolm Wilson of New 
York was defeated 16-9. He said 
the measure "casts dreadful 
aspersions on hundreds of 
thousands of honest officials at 
all levels of government. It is a 
dreadful accusation to make." 


But Gov. Reubin Askew, 


Florida Democrat, said though 
he conceded the resolution was 
"an invasion of privacy... and 
an extraordinary action, the 
times require extraordinary ac- 
tion." 


The resolution urged limits on 


campaign spending and con- 
tributions, experiments in public 
campaign financing, indepen- 
dent enforcement procedures 
with strong statutory penalties,

stringent codes of ethics, dis- 
closure of personal finances, 
open meetings of all public 
decision-making bodies, 
penalties for non-compliance 
and registration, and full dis- 
closure of lobbying activities by 
all special interest groups. 


Socialized Medicine 


The ethics resolution was con- 


sidered the major accomplish- 
ment of the 66th Governors 
Conference, but debate on 
national health care consumed 
the most time. One side pictured 
the measure sponsored by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and Rep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., 
as the road to socialized 
medicine, while proponents said 
it was the only measure 
available to serve the nation's 
poor. 


Gov. Daniel Walker, D-ffl., 


charged the compromise resolu- 
tion worked out by a bipartisan 
conference committee was "a 
nothing statement" that could 
even imply support of the 


American Medical Association's 
"Medicredit" bill. 


No Other Way 


Gov. Otis Bowen, R-INd., a 


physician, said the language 
proposed by Walker would in- 
dicate "there is no other way but 
toal socialization." 
Gov. 


Malcolm Wilson, R-N.Y., who 
led the effort to work out a com- 
promise, warned the governors 
that Walker's amendment would 
need, a three-quarters majority 
under conference rules, and if 
the group failed to pass any 
statement it would be left with a 
health care policy statement that 
was adopted five years ago. 


That argument appeared to 


sway some Democrats as well as 
the Republican governors. 
Walker's proposal was soundly 
defeated, even though his party 
holds a two to one edge in con- 
ference membership. 


In other action, the governors 


adopted a policy statement op- 
posing year-around Daylight 
Saving Time, which was in- 


stituted as an energy conserva- 
tion measure last winter. The 
governors said it was "counter- 
productive," but Wilson, 
without comment, dissented 
from the conference position. 


The health debate delayed ac- 


tion on a strong government 
reform resolution that appeared 
to have substantial bipartisan 
support. Wilson indicated, 
however, he wanted changes in 
the proposal approved un- 
animously by the conference 
executive committee Sunday. 


Governors' 
conferences 


traditionally are politically 
bland, and this one was no 
exception. Partisan politics were 
largely muted save for an attack 
Tuesday by Gov? Wendell Ford 
of Kentucky on the Nixon ad- 
ministration for what Ford said 
was an effort to frighten voters 
with the specter that a "veto- 
proof" Congress may be elected 
in a Democratic landslide in 
November.

Budget Reform Bill Agreed On 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate-House 


conferees agreed Wednesday on a bill to 
give Congress a tighter grip on the budget 
as a Tshole and a bigger voice—as against 
the President's — in setting national 
spending priorities. 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., and Rep. 


Richard Boiling, D-Mo., heads of the con- 
ference delegations from the two 
chambers, predicted that both would pass 
the measure within about two weeks. It is 
a compromise version of separate bills 
previously approved. 


The measure represents the first major 


attempt since an unsuccessful one in 1946 
to reform Congress' way of handling 
spending legislation. It also would sharply 
limit presidential impoundment of funds 
appropriated by Congress. 


The key to the new system would be 


two new, powerful budget committees, 
one in each chamber, backed up by a con- 
gressional budget office and specialized 
staffs. 


These committees would develop and 


Congress would pass by May 15 each year 
a target resolution setting out total spen- 
ding and a breakdown by major 
categories. 


The government fiscal year, which now 


begins July 1, would be shifted beginning 
in 1976 to Oct. 1. 


The regular appropriations committees 


then would take over, using the resolu- 
tion as a guide, and recommend in- 
dividual appropriation bills. Congress 
could pass these, but not make them 
effective before Oct. 1, or it could order 
some held pending further consideration. 


Congress now rarely succeeds in 


passing more than one or two of the 14 
major appropriations bills before the 
fiscal year begins 


To help further to keep it on schedule, 


the budget measure would require all 


authorization bills — those that must be 
adopted before the actual money 
measures are voted — to be reported by 
the appropriate specialized committees 
by May 15 annually. The President's 
proposals for programs and other matters 
to be authorized would have to be sub- 
mitted a full year in advance. 


On the matter of impoundment, the 


measure provides that if a president's 
refusal to spend money appropriated by 
Congress amounted to a definite reduc- 
tion, it would be invalid unless Congress 
enacted legislation approving it. 


If an impoundment merely meant 


delaying spending of funds, the President 
could order it, but either house of 
Congress could veto the delay by resolu- 
tion. The comptroller general, a fiscal of- 
ficer responsible to Congress, would be 
authorized to go to court, with con- 
gressional approval, if the President 
failed to comply.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen ate-House 
con ferees agreed Wedn esday on a b ill to 
giv e Con gress a tigh ter grip on th e b udget 
as a wh ole an d a b igger v oice — as again st 
th e Presiden t’s — in settin g n ation al 
spen din g priorities. 
Sen . Sam J. Erv in Jr.. D-N.C., an d Rep. 
Rich ard Bollin g, D-Mo., h eads of th e con ­ 
feren ce deleg ation s from th e two 
ch amb ers, predicted th at b oth would pass 
th e measure with in ab out two weeks. It is 
a compromise v ersion of separate b ills 
prev iously approv ed. 
Th e measure represen ts th e first major 
attempt sin ce an un successful on e in 1946 
to reform Con gress’ way of h an dlin g 
spen din g legislation . It also would sh arply 
b mit presiden tial impoun dmen t of fun ds 
appropriated b y Con gress. 
Th e key to th e n ew sy stem would b e 
two n ew, powerful b udget committees, 
on e in each ch amb er, b acked up b y a con ­ 
gression al b udget office an d specialized 
staffs. 


Th ese committees would dev elop an d 
Con gress would pass b y May 15 each y ear 
a target resolution settin g out total spen ­ 
din g an d a b reakdow n b y m ajor 
categories. 


Th e gov ern men t fiscal y ear, wh ich n ow 
b egin s July 1, would b e sh ifted b egin n in g 
in 1976 to Oct. 1. 


Th e regular appropriation s committees 
th en would take ov er, usin g th e resolu­ 
tion as a guide, an d recommen d in ­ 
div idual appropriation b ills. Con gress 
could pass th ese, b ut n ot make th em 
effectiv e b efore Oct. 1, or it could order 
some h eld pen din g furth er con sideration . 


Con gress n ow rarely succeeds in 
passin g more th an on e or two of th e 14 
major appropriation s b ills b efore th e 
fiscal y ear b egin s. 


To h elp furth er to keep it on sch edule, 
th e b udget measure would require all 


auth orization b ills — th ose th at must b e 
adopted b efore th e actual mon ey 
measures are v oted — to b e reported b y 
th e appropriate specialized committees 
b y May 15 an n ually . Th e Presiden t’s 
proposals for programs an d oth er matters 
to b e auth orized would h av e to b e sub ­ 
mitted a full y ear in adv an ce. 


On th e matter of impoun dmen t, th e 
measure prov ides th at if a presiden t’s 
refusal to spen d mon ey appropn ated b y 
Con gress amoun ted to a defin ite reduc­ 
tion , it would b e in v alid un less Con gress 
en acted legislation approv in g it. 


If an impoun dmen t merely mean t 
delay in g spen din g of fun ds, th e Presiden t 
could order it, b ut eith er h ouse of 
Con gress could v eto th e delay b y resolu­ 
tion . Th e comptroller gen eral, a fiscal of­ 
ficer respon sib le to Con gress, would b e 
auth orized to go to court, with con ­ 
gression al approv al, if th e Presiden t 
failed to comply .
